CAPPING OPERATIONS WEEKLY STATUS REPORT

Summary of capping operations for the week ending November 24, 2013

Capping operations, which began the week of November 11, 2013, are being monitored to ensure that air and
water quality are maintained at acceptable levels. To monitor air quality, two mobile sampling stations are set up
each morning adjacent to the capping operations. To monitor water quality, a number of sampling locations have
been established as shown on the map below.

All capping operations were conducted within acceptable air and water guality monitoring limits
